CHAPTER CITI. 


Supplement to the act entitled “An Act incorporating the 
inhabitants of townships, designating their powers and re- 
gulating their meetings,’ approved ae fourteenth, eigh- 
_ teen hundred and forty-six. 


WHEREAS, by a supplement to “An Act to alter and amend 
the charter of the borough (now city) of Bordentown,”’ 
which supplement was approved March fifteenth, eighteen 
hundred and sixty-one, it is ordained among other things 
that the power of overseer of the highways of the township 
of Bordentown shall cease over the public highways, streets 
and alleys in said city, and that no more money should 
be thereafter raised by the township for road purposes in 
said city, nor by.the city for roads in said township; and 
whereas, no provision was wade in sald act for the inhabi- 
tants of said township, irrespective of the city vote, to. 
select their own overseers or to decide as to the amount of 
funds required for township roads; therefore—

An Act entitled “ ce Act to create a Board of Trustees of 
the Hoboken Cemetery.” 


1. Bz If ENACTED by the Sonate and er, Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That the care, management and con- 
trol of the Hoboken cemetery at New Durham, in the county | 


_ of Hudson, shall hereafter be vested in and confided to a 


board of trustees, who shall possess the same powers and per- 
form the same dutics as are now confided in the mayor and 


council of the city of Hoboken in respect to said cem- 
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etery, and such further powers, priviléges.and duties as are 
conferred upon them by this act. 

2. And be it enacted, That on the third Monday in March, Trustees, how 
eighteen hundred and sixty-eight, the lot owners in said cem- their powers. 
etery shall meet at the cilice of the city inspectors in the city 
of Hoboken, for the purpose of electing six trustees, who 
with the chairman of the council of the city, shall constitute 
the first board of trustees of said cemetery, and shall. be 
known and styled “The Board of Trustees of the Hoboken 
Cemetery, and that they and their successors shall at all 
times hereafter exercise the powers and privileges, and per- 
form the duties conferred by this act; they shall annually 
elect from among their number a chairman and secretary, and 
make such needful and proper rules and regulations for their 
own proceedings and deliberations, and hold meetings at such - 
times and places-as they may think proper, a majority of all 
said trustees, and no less number, to be a quorum for the

4. And be tt enacted, That all deeds for any lots of ground _ 
in the said cemetery to be sold by the said trustees shall be 
signed as the same are now by the mayor of the city of Ho- 
boken, attested by the city clerk under the corporate seal of 
the said city, and countersigned by the secretary of the said 
board of trustees, but the said trustees may enter into and 
make all needful and proper contracts for the adorning and 
improving the said grounds, and other purposes within the 
scope and meaning of their powers and duties, in their name 
as trustees, and to enforce the same by action in the corporate 
name of the city of Hoboken, and all actions against said 
trustees for anything done or to be done by them within the 
scope and meaning of their powers and duties. shall be brought 
against the city of Hoboken in its corporate name. | 

5. And be it enacted, That all moneys received by said 
trustees shall be paid to the treasurer of the city of Ho- 
boken, who shall in time pay all bills contracted by.said trus- 
tees when countersigned by the president and secretary of 
said trustees, and the funds received by the said treasurer 
shall be placed to the credit of the cemetery. fund, and 
shall not be used for any other purpose than the maintaining 
and supporting said cemetery. 

6. And be wt enacted, That nothing in this act shall pre- 
vent the sale of burial lots or plats to persons other than 
residents of the city of Hoboken by the board of trustees, as 
they may deem advisable; and they shall cause to be published

latter, with the Cape May and Millville Railroad, and also 
connects directly with the Salem Railroad, forming alto- 
gether one entire system of railroads which can be opera- 
ted with greater economy under one management; and 
whereas, the West Jersey Railroad Company and Miliville 


and Glassboro’ Railroad Company, have entered into an_ 


agreement bearing date the twelfth day of October, in the 
year eighteen hundred and sixty-seven, providing amongst 
other things, for a consolidation of the two companies, so 
that all their corporate powers and franchises shall be mer- 
ged into, and all their. corporate property shall be owned 
by the West Jersey Railroad Company, to which the Mill- 
ville and Glassboro’ Company is by said agreement to as- 
sign and transfer all its corporate powers and franchises, 
and all its railroad and appendages and other property and 
-assets of every kind, on or before the first day of April 
next; by which agreement it is also agreed, that at or be- 
fore the said assignment and transfer, the capital stock of 
the West‘Jersey Railroad Company shall be increased by 
a stock dividend to sixteen thousand and etghty-three 
shares, amounting at par to eight hundred and four thou- 
sand dollars, and that the capital stock of the Millville and 
Glassboro’ Railroad Company. shall be as now, eight thou- 
sand one hundred shares, or four hundred and five thousand 
dollars, at par; and that said amounts shall then be deem- 
ed and considered the relative values of all the corporate 
powers and franchises and properties of said parties; that 
the consideration of such assignment.and transfer shall be 
eight thousand one hundred shares of the capital stock of

that each company at its then next usual dividend day, 
might declare and pay a cash dividend, not exceeding the 
per centage of its last cash dividend ; and that all their other 
assets Shall on such assignment being made, pass to the 
West Jersey Railroad Company with full power to sue for 
collect and apply the same to its own use; and lastly, that

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CHAPTER CCCCXVIL. 


An Act to confirm the settlement of the estate of John R. 
Thomson, deceased. 


WHEREAS, by the last will and testament of John R. Thom- 
son, late of Princeton in this state, deceased, the testator 
after giving’ certain other legacies and directions did direct 
substantially as follows, to wit: that from the residue of 
his estate there should be paid a certain annual sum to his 
wife, and then gave her discretionary power, by her last 
will and testament, to appoint the portion of his estate so 
appropriated to raise by its income said annual sum, to and 
amongst the children of his sisters, Caroline Norris and 
Amelia Read and their children, or to and among his three 
sisters, Caroline, Adeline and Amelia, and their children 
and grandchildren, and his brother Edward, as his said wife 

_ might choose, and if the income of the estate after paying 
‘the other bequests, should’ exceed the annual sum given to 
his wife, the testator gave her discretionary power by her 
will to give and devise the same among such benevolent, 
religious or charitable institutions as she might think 
proper ; and in default of such limitations and appoint- 
ments, and so far as the same should not extend, gave the 
residue to his said three sisters and brother, they being the 
residuary legatees; and whereas, a settlement of said estate 
between the said widow and the said residuary legatees has 
been agreed upon and made, whereby, amongst other 

_ things, the said widow hath agreed to release and surrender, 
and hath released and surrendered the said powers of 
disposition by will, so far as the same may affect any part 
of said estate not given to her for her own use in and by 
said settlement; and whereas, it is desirable that said set- 
tlement should be confirmed and established as a family 
settlement of said estate; therefore, 

1, Be rv ENACTED by the Senate and- General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That the said settlement be and the 
same is herevy confirmed and established, and that the said 
powers of appointment and disposition in and by said will 
given to said widow, except as to that portion of said estate

Withdrawing the consent of this State to the proposed Amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the United States, entitled 
article fourteen, and rescinding the joint resolution, ap- 


proved September eleventh, anno domini eighteen hundred 7 


and sixty-six, whereby it was resolved that said proposed 
Amendment was ratified by the Legislature of this State. 
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The legislature of the state of New Jersey having seriously Preambie. 


and deliberately considered the present situation of the United 
States, do declare and make known: That the basis of all 
government is the consent of the governed, and all constitu- 
tions are contracts between the parties bound thereby; that 
until any proposition to alter the fundamental law, to which 
all the states have consented, has been ratified by such num- 
ber of the states as by the federal constitution makes it bind- 
ing upon all, any one that has assented is at liberty to with- 
draw that assent, and it becomes its duty to do so, when, 
upon mature consideration, such withdrawal seems to be 
necessary to the safety and happiness of all;. prudence dic- 
tates that a consent once given should not be recalled for hght 
and transient causes; but the right is 2 natural right, the 


exercise of which is accompanied with no injustice to any of 


the parties; it has, therefore, been universally recognized as 
inhering in every party, and has ever been left unimpaired by 
any positive regulation. 

The said proposed amendment not having yet received the 
assent of the three-fourths of the states, which is necessary to 
make it valid, the natural and constitutional right of this 
state to withdraw its assent-is undeniable. | 

With these impressions, and with a solemn appeal to the 
Searcher of all Hearts for the rectitude of our intentions, and 
under the conviction that the origin and objects of said pro- 
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posed amendment were unseemly and unjust, and that the 
necessary result of its adoption must be the disturbance of 
the harmony, if not the destruction, of our system of self- 
government, and that it is our duty to ourselves and our sister 
states to expose the same, do further declare: 

That it being necessary by the constitution that every 
amendment to the same should be proposed by two-thirds of 
both houses cf congress, the authors of said proposition, — 
for the purpose of securing the assent of the requisite ma- 
jority, determined to, and did,. exclude from the said two 
houses eighty representatives from eleven states of the union, 
upon the pretence that there were no such states in the Union; 
but, finding that two-thirds of the remainder of the said houses 
could not be brought to assent to the said proposition, they 
deliberately formed and carried out the design of mutilating 
the integrity of the United States senate, and without any 
pretext or justification, other than the possession of the power, 


_ without the right, and in palpable violation of the constitu- 


tion, ejected a member of their own body, representing this 
state, and thus practically denied to New Jersey its equal 
suffrage im the senate, and thereby nominally secured the vote 
of two-thirds of the said houses. 

The object of dismembering the highest representative as- 
sembly in the’ nation and humiliating a state of the Union, 
faithful at all times to all its obligations, and the object of 
said amendment, were one: to place new and unheard of 
powers in the hands of a faction, that it might absorb to itself 
all executive, judicial and legislative power, necessary to se- 
cure for itself immunity for the unconstitutional acts 1t had 
already committed, and those it has since inflicted on a too 
patient people. : | 

The subsequent usurpations of these once national assem- 
blies, in passing pretended laws for. the establishment in ten 
states of martial law, which is nothing but the will of the mili- 
tary commander, and therefore inconsistent with the very na- 
ture of all law, for the purpose of reducing to slavery men of 
their own race in those states, or compelling them contrary, to 
their own convictions, to exercise the elective franchise in obedi- 
ence to the dictation of a faction in those assemblies; the at- 


tempt to commit to one man, arbitrary and: uncontrollable 


power, which they have found necessary to exercise to force 
the. people of those states, into. compliance with their will; the 
authority given to the secretary of war to use the name of the 


} 
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president, to countermand the president's orders and to certify 
military orders to be “‘by the direction of the president,”’ 
when they are notoriously known to be contrary to the pres- 


ident’s direction, thus keeping up the forms of the constitution 


to which the people are accustomed, but practically deposing 
. the president from his office of commander-in-chief, and sup- 
pressing one of the great departments of the government, that 
of the executive; the attempt to withdraw from the-supreme 
judicial tribunal of the nation, the jurisdiction to examine and 
decide upon the conformity of their pretended laws to the 
constitution, which was the chief function of that august tri- 
bunal, as organized by the fathers of the republic; all, are 
but amplified explanations of the power they hoped to acquire 
by the adoption of the said amendment. 

To conceal from the people the immense alterations of the 

fundamental law they intended to accomplish by the said amend- 
ment, they gilded the same with propositions of justice drawn 
- from the atate constitutions ; but like all the essays of unlaw- 
ful power to commend its designs to popular favor, it is 
marked by the most absurd and incoherent provisions. 
It proposes to make it apart of the constitution of the 
‘United States, that naturalized citizens of the United States 
shall be citizens of the United States; as if that were not so 
withont such absurd declaration. 

It lodges with the legislative branch of the government the 
power of pardon, which properly belongs, by our system, to 
the executive. 

It denounces, and inflicts punishment for past offences, by 
constitutional provision, and thus would make the whole peo- 
ple of this great nation, in their most solemn and sovereign 
act, guilty of violating a cardinal principal of American lib- 
erty: that no punishment, can be inflicted for any: offence, 
unless it is provided by law before the commission of the 
olfence. 

' It usurps the power of punishment, which, in any alereat 
system of government, belongs to the judiciary, and commits 
it to the people in their sovereign capacity. 

Tt degrades the nation, by proclaiming to the world that no 
confidence can be placed in its honesty or morality. 


It appeals to the fears of the public creditors by publishing 


a libel on the American people, and fixing it forever in the 
national constitution, as a-stigma upon the present generation, 
that there must be constitutional ‘guards against a repudiation 
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of the public debt; as if it were possible that a pecple who 
were so corrupt as to disregard such an obligaticn would be 
bound by any contract, constitutional or otherwise.. 

It imposes new prohibitions upon the power of the state to 
pass laws, and interdicts the execution of such parts of the 
common law, as the national judiciary may esteem inconsist- 
ent with the vague. provisions of the said amendment, made 
vague for the purpose of facilitating encroachments upon the 
lives, liberties and property of the people... : 

It enlarges the judicial power of the United States so as to 


' bring every law passed by the state, and every principal of the 


common law, relating to life liberty, or property within the 


jurisdiction of the federal tribunals, and charges those tribu-. 


nals with duties, to the due performance of which, they, from | 
their nature and organization, and their distance from the 
people, are unequal. . | 

It makes a new apportionment of representation, in the na- 


tional councils, for no other reason than thereby to secure to 


a faction a sufficient number of the votes of a servile and ig- 
norant race to outweigh the intelligent voices of their own. 

It sets up a standard of suffrage dependent entirely upon 
citizenship, majority, inhabitancy and manhood,:and any in- 
terference whatever by the state, imposing any other reason-: 
able qualifications, as time of inhabitancy, causes a reduction: 
of the state’s representation. | | | 

But the demand of the supporters of this amendment in 
this state: that congress should compel the people of New 
Jersey to adopt what is called ‘impartial suffrage,’’ makes 


it apparent that this section was intended to transfer to. con- 


gress the whole control of the right of suffrage in the state, | 
and to deprive the.state of a free representation by destroy- 
ing the power of regulating suffrage within its own limits, a 
power which they have never been willing to surrender to the 
general government, and which was reserved to the states as 
the fundamental principle on which the constitution itself.was ° 
constructed, the principle of. self-government. 

This section, as well as all others of the amendment, is 
couched in ambiguous, vague and obscure language, the uni- 
form resort of those who seek to encroach upon public liberty ; 
strictly construed it dispenses entirely with a house of repre-. 
sentatives, unless the states shall abrogate every qualification, 
and especially that of time of inhabitancy, without which the 
right of suffrage is worthless. :

This legislature, feeling conscious of the support of the 
largest majority of the people that has ever given expression

to the public will, declare that the said proposed amendment 


being designed to confer, or to compel the states to confer 
the sovereign right of the elective franchise upon a race 
which has never given the slightest evidence, at any time, or 
in any quarter of the globe, of its capacity for self-govern- 
ment, and erect an impracticable standard of suffrage, which 
will render the right valueless to any portion of the people,
